With a single exception the bodies 
all rest on one side, with the knees 
drawn up, and it is assumed that the 
dead were placed in this position to 
give them. the attitude of ‘prayer in 
their death chamber, for it has been 
established that the cuatom of praying 
on one’s knees was already in extat- 
ence in the Stone Age fn.

In.one of the cabins, almost in’ the 
center. of the group, there ate no 
bedles, but a big circular hearth, 
around which {t is assumed, from the 
fragments of broken earthenware pots 
around it, the funeral banqueta were 
held.
